Erport sales are still checked by high 
prices. A helpful feature is the in- 
creased demand at southern jobbing 
centers. Woolens are Quiet, with only 
a fair jKoveanent of staple lines, al- 
though some fancy graces are fully 
sold out of. the market

Protests Against the Passage of the 


Anti.Injunction Bin. 


He Wants Measure Defeated 


On the Ground TJiat the Amendments Made 


Have Rendered It Completely Subversive 


of All Principles of Liberty. Favors 


Passage of Original Measure. 


Washington-, March 22. — Samuel 


Gompers, president of tie American 
Federation- of Labor, has sent to the 
senate a protest against the "conspir- 
acy" or anti-injunction bill as reported 
to the senate on March 17 by the 
committee on judiciary. He says'. tUat 
when.the bill was first reported, Feb. 
3, "it "was received by a-51 parties in- 
terested as a measure calculated to 
right a wrong too long endured." This 
feeling, however, was rudely changed, 
he says, by the later report. He quoted. 
the opinion ct an attorney to the effect 
that the bill, as now reported, "is. com- 
pletely subversive of all. principles oJ 
liberty," and added': "Organized labor 
seeks no immunity from the law ap- 
plicable to all other citizens and peo- 
ple of the country, but must insist 
that those things which axe legal 
when performed 
by other citizens 


ought not to be illegal -when perform- 
ed by members of organized labor, 
and it was to recover those rights to 
the members of organized labor that 
the original bill was drafted." 


He concludes by saying that the 


labor interests would prefer the defeat 
of the bill as amended to its passage. 
He, however, asks that the original 
bill be favorably acted1 upon. 


Senate Proceedings. 


Washington, March 22.—Two impor- 


tant measures were passed by the 
senate, the bill for the r?p<w.l of the 
war revenue ta* and that for the pro- 
tection of the president. The revenue 
bill was passed without division*, and 
after only one short speech. Mr.. Tiil- 
mao. emJiraffxi the oportunity afforded 
by the bill's consideration- to protest 
against the repeal of the daty of 10 
cents a pound upon tea. The bill for 
the protection of the president was 
under discussion during the greater 
part of the session.; Mr. Patterson of 
Colorado made an extended speech in 


opposition to it, and Mr.' Fairbanks 
supported, it. All amendments to tbc 
measure were., rejected and- it', was 
passed by a vote 'of 52 to 15. 


River and Harbor Bill Passctf. 


Washington,'March 22.—The house, 


passed the river and harbor bill. 
which has "Been under consideration 
throughout the week. Although sev- 
eral miacw amendments, were adopted, 
not a single dollar was added to the 
measure, and, as passed; it carried ex- 
actly what it did when it came from 
the committee—$60,688,267; including;

The Busy Bee, 


, Washington, March 22.-—Tee census 
tStreau issued a complete report show- 
S^j that for the country as a whole. 
eta June 1, 1900, there were 707,261 
WLIS keeping bees, or substantially 
oits for every eight tanas in,the na- 
tion. These farms reported 4.109,625 
swarms or colonies, valued at £10,- 
180,513, averaging a little less than 
six swarms to each farm reporting. 
The twelfth census is the first to re- 
port the number and value of bees or 
the number of farms reporting them.

Report Dazzling With 


Big Figures. 


Some Idea of the Pennsyl- 


vania's Vast Extent, 


When Train* »nd Systems are 


Brought Dvwa to Single Cart 


and Miles-News of the 


Railroads. 


Tne annual report of the Pennsyl- 


vania railroad, deals with, such enorm- 
ous figures that one can hardly realize 
the immensity of the traffic done by 
the roads in control of this great sys- 
tem, for instance, it is stated that 
243,500,000 tons of freight were carried 
over its lines in the single year 1901, 
and that this was ectual to moving 
-Ii928,000,000 tons one mile. Dividing 
this figure by 365, the number of days 
in a year, it will be found that the 
average daily freight business of the 
Pennsylvania system amounted to the 
movement of 60,076,712 tons one mile 
each, day. To make these figures 
even more impressive, an estimate can 
be made of the 
number of horses 


needed to move tills ijiuouui of freigiit 
one mile in a day. Taking the average 
(lay's work o£ a goo;', horse as equal 
to moving 1,500 pounds fifteen miles, 
it would mean practically the move- 
ment of ten tons one mile in a -day as 
the measure of a horse's "work. On 
this basis it would take more than 
6.000,000 horses to 
>'qual the daily 


average of the Pennsylvania road, or 
nbout half of the total number of 
horses in the whole "Unlter! Statcs.
